The duty of submitting to you, at the commencement of your session, the 
annual communication from the Executive office, is devolved upon me, by the 
unavoidable absence of the Chief Executive of the Territory. 

Since your last session, a year of unparalleled prosperity has been added 
to our territorial history. Our people have been peculiarly favored with 
health; the pestilence which respects neither power nor genius nor social 
distinction, which visits with mourning the houses of the rich and poor alike, 
has nowhere made its appearance amongst us; bounteous harvests have re- 
warded the labors of the husbandman; every pursuit of life, followed with 
the usual characteristics of good citizenship, has been remunerative; within 
all our borders, peace and order have prevailed; obedience to the laws has 
been the rule, and the transgression thereof the rare exception in the life and 
conduct of our people. For these and innumerable other blessings, unre- 
counted here, our praise and our thankofferings are due to the Great Ruler 
of nations and of men, who has sustained and defended us through all the 
varying scenes and seasons of the year. 

I submit, herewith, the very interesting reports of the Auditor and Treas- 
urer. It will be seen, by reference to the report of the Auditor, that the 
outstanding indebtedness of the Territory, on the 30th day of November, 
1866, was $85,471.44. The Militia Bond debt—$36,000—is included in this 
statement; and, as an appropriation has already been made by Congress, fo 
pay this debt, principal and interest, together with other miscellaneous claims 
for the same service, already paid by the Territory, the aggregate amount of 
Which somewhat exceeds the appropriation by Congress; and as the accounts 
have been fully rendered, and are now being audited at the U. S. Treasury, 
with the personal attention of Governor SAUNDERS, that amount is very 
properly placed among the available assets of the Territory, as an offset to 

so much of the territorial indebtedness. The assets will therefore appear as 
follows :

| The revision of all the general laws now in force, which was perfected at 
| your last session, has been} published, all the organized counties of the Terri- 
“tory have been supplied with the number of copies to which they are entitled 
è | by law, and there yet remains a sufficient number in the hands of the Territo- 
È rial Librarian to supply all requisitions from counties hereafter to be organ- 
# ized. To meet this anticipated demand from new counties already in process 
i organization, and others yet to be carved out of the vast and fertile regions 
“of the interior, which are being rapidly settled by a cónstantly increasing 
9 of indüslrious pioneers, I ordered from the publie printer a much’ 
larger edition of the laws than usual. On account of the great bulk of the 
e and the increased number of copies required, চিত the work vas 
lists at a greatly reduced rate the cost of the publication exceeded the fund 
iet apart for that purpose, and it was found to be impossible to publish the 
regular journals of the eleventh session out of the Congressional appropria- 
tion. I therefore recommend an appropriation from the territorial treasury 
for printing five hundred copies, each, of the journals of that session. Some

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PLATTE RIVER BRIDGE. 


The construction of a bridge over the Platte river is a much needed im- 
provement. The crossing of this stream, always difficult, is at certain sea- 
sons of the year an utter impossibility, and communication between two 
great sections of the Territory is for this reason extremely limited. A jour- 
ney to the Territorial Capital, from some of the most populous counties south 
of the Platte, is considered quite as difficult to perform, on account of the 
dangers and delays in crossing the Platte, as one to St. Louis—five hundred 
miles distant—and from the north Platte the journey to Chicago is quite as 
cheerfully undertaken, as one across the Platte into the rich grain-growing 
distriets below it. Such an obstacle to commercial intercourse between the 
two sections should be immediately removed, if it is in the power of the peo- 
ple to do it. Itis not at all strange that with such a barrier in the way of 
travel and of commerce, the people of both sections should not only lose 
their active zy:apathy for and interest in each other, but that they should be 
easily led into misunderstandings, into jenlousies, rivalries, and strife. The 
whole Territory would be inconceivably benefited by this improvement. The 
people have it in their power to accomplish it without an additional dollar of 
taxation; and, I think, we may during this session, very easily and very 
properly, fix the day for the celebration of the union of the two sections by a 
good and substantial free bridge over the Platte. I urge upon you, therefore, 
the early consideration of this important subject, with the assurance that you 
will have the hearty concurrence of the Executive in any well considered 
measure which will result in securing this great improvement to the Terr'to- 
ty. In my opinion this bridge should be free-to all who may desire to use 1t. 
If we were obliged to borrow money for its construction thereby entailing a 
debt upon the Territory with annual payment of interest, the case would be 
d brent; but, having the money in hand, and knowing, as we do, that the 
interests of all sections are involved, I think there can he no good reason of- 
fered against a free bridge, The revenues from Government toll bridges are 
not infrequently less than the expense of collection; and a bridge over the 
Platte, at best, coutd not be expected to yield any considerable revenue; but 
even if it was sure to do so, it would be more in consonance with the liberal 
and progressive spirit of our people to make it free to all, 


THE UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD, 


During the past year, the construction of the Union Pacific Railroad has 
progressed with unparraileled rapidity. A year ago, the utmost limit it was 
supposed the track would reach on the lst of January, 1867, was Fort 
Kearny, 190 miles west of Omaha. "That point was reached on the 1st of 
Ser‘ember, and now four regular trains run daily between Omaha and North 
Piatto Station— distance of 2983 miles from the initial point; and the 
track is complete to the 305th mile-post. The total number of miles of main 
tra: lai} during the year past is 262 miles. A distance of about 240 miles 
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of roadway was constructed the past season, including a Howe Truss bridge, 
1,505 feet in leuzrh, across the Loupe Fork, and a pile bridge of 2,640 feat 
across the North Fork of the Platte. Three hun tred and five miles of the 
main line have becr accepte 1 py the Government Commissioners, who report. 
ed it as choreuchiv eoustmuered and cquipped with all necessary turnouts, 
buildings, rolling stock. dre. o? a first-elass road. Beyond the end of the 
track, the roadway Ze graded 25 miles, under contract ior grading to Jule. 
burg. and definifele lorau d te the foot of the mountains. 

Durine-the present year the read will ne built with equal rapidity until 
it reaches the mountains, where the increased amount of labor required to 
prepare the roadway, will deubtless retin) construction. This, however, will 
be in pari overeome by placing a larce foree at work in the mountains in the 
eariy spring.

| If it shall appear ta you, at any time during your session, that the geen

| framed and submitted to the people of the Territory during the coming

| IMPARTIAL SUFFRAGE, | 
| should hail with joy a radical change in the rule of suffrage, which

3. 50 recently arrayed against each other in civil strife. The kind offices of ile 
. peacemaker avail not, and the olive-branch is cast aside, a withered and 
Si useless thing, How can our beloved country be re-united in fact as well ag 
M in form? How can the Union be securely re-established in the hearts and 
E affections of the people of all sections?—for the patriotic love of the peo- 
M ple is the soul of the Union, its preservation is essential to the very life of 
E the Nation itself I do not think this can be done by indulging the spirit of 
E crimination and recrimination for the errors, the weakness, or the crimes of 
EE the past. I do not believe it can be done by depriving eleven States of loyal 
E representation in the National Congress, when representation is the very 
B germ and essence of union. It certainly cannot be done by extreme and ir- 
W iitating demands on the one side which are sure to be followed by increased 
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contumaey on the other. I fear it will never be done hy Constitutional 
amendments containing what are considered impossible requirements by $ 
those most deeply interested, But, in whatever way it is to be done, it mu; BE 
be done speedily, Evils, disasters, and ruin wait not for the termination of 
prolonged contentions in a house divided against itself. The energies, the 
productive industry of the South are paralyzed by the incertitude of its p 
litical situation, This unsettled condition of affairs not only intensifies the 
feeling of hatred £r the Government and for the Union there, but it seriously 
affects the commercial prosperity of the whole country. Every motive of 
patriotism and every consideration of political economy demands an imme 
diate termination of this unhappy condition of things, If the Constitutions 
amendment wil not only not accomplish this, but if, on the contrary, 5 
threatens to perpetuate hatreds, strife, and discord, it should be abandoned a $ 
pnee, whatever sacrifices of cherished political dogmas or partisan prejudice fi 
are involved. However wise, just, and necessary the guaranties sought to hil 
obtained by this amendment may now appear to be, if they can only be secur] 
ed by the entailment upon the Union of the eternal hostility of eleven State ME 
they will certainly prove a source of sorrow and of trouble to the Nation 
Only that which will win back the hearts of the southern people will giv 
stability and enduring peace to the Republic. If the Constitutional ament 
ment will do this, and do it specdily, I will cheerfully unite with you in girf 
ing to it a cordial endorsement, 
In conclusion, permit me to assure you that I shall most earnestly co-ops) 
rate with you in every endervor to promote the varied interests of eu 
Territory. Whatever measures mav commend themselves to your wiel 
and judgment, as best calculated to promote the general welfare, will receiv 
my most eordial approval.

Dear Sir: 


In accordance with the law, I have the honor to submit herewith to the 
Legislative Assembly, a report of the operations of my office for the fiscal 
year ending November 30th, 1860. 

The condition of the treasury is highly satisfactory, and suggests the expe- 
dieney of using the funds which now promise to accumulate in my hands, in 
the extinguishment of our Territorial debt. 

The bidding for the surrender of 7 per cent. bonds in February last was not 
at all spirited, and resulted, as in years past, in obtaining a rate of discount but 
slightly under par. The amount surrendered was $2,950, at a discount of 
$70,25, something less than 2} per cent. 

The General Government has by enactment reimbursed the Territory for the 
expenditures represented in our ten per cent. militia bonds, and as it is very 
probable that these bonds will soon be paid into the Treasury, the question 
will be presented to the Legislature of disposing of them to the best advantage. 
Financial wisdom would suggest, and it also seems peculiarly fit and proper 
that these bonds should be used in the extinguishment of the debt they 
represent. | 

would recommend this course, and believing that annual advertisements 
for proposals for the surrender of bonds at par or under would not conduce 
to the desired result, as the periods intervening are too long, I would suggest. 
instead that so soon as the funds are received, the Treasurer be directed to 
advertise in the Territorial papers, and also in one or more papers in New York 
City, that he is prepared to redeem the bonds at par and interest, provided 
they are presented within a specified period. 

Upon an easy money market, itis not probable that many of the bonds 
would be surrendered upon these terms, being held by capitalists as a good 
investment; but upon astringent market, which we all know usually occurs 
more than onee during the course of a year, it is highly probable that 
our bondholders would realize upon their bonds at.par, if in their power; and

The county Treasurers make na report to the Territorial officers of the dis + 
bunement ef the fund, and therefore sa far as official information goes, the 
whole of the school fund for years past may yet bein the hands of the County |." 
Trea-urers, The law requires them ta make report in detail to the Auditor, i P: 
but either no oceasion te the report occurs, or it is found impracticable to 
make itat all events no reports are received, / 

There is no subject which so much demands the serious consideration ofthe |, * 
Legislature as this, Next to the faithiul performance of'a State's obligations fg 
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toits creditors, nothing is a source of such great pride to its people as the 
having of an efficient public school system, Many of our citizens are at this 
time taking an active interest in the matter, and their combined wisdom in 
convention, which I understand will shortly assemble, will probably place 
before the Legislature before its adjournment the glaring deficiencies of our 
present, system and propose such changes as experience has proven in other 
States the most effective for the end desired. 

One thing, however, is evident—the school fund should be paid into the 
Treasury, and disbursed under the regulations of the Legislature, by the Aud- 
itor, as all other funds are disbursed. It is only in this way that we can pre- 
serve 2 record of its transactions, and furnish satisfactory statistics.

I would suggest that the Auditor be authorized to confer with other States 
and procure the best forms for books and blanks pertaining to the collection 
of our revenue. I believe it would be a great advantage to our revenue offi- 
cers to have our eumbersome forms exchanged for those more simple, and most 
adapted to our growing wants. This can be done by conferring with, and 
having the benetit of, the experience of older States in the collection of their 
revenue funds. >
